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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant's representative, Miss Antler, traversed the standing rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1st paragraph, by stating 
the following: 

(1) the recitation "pharmaceutically acceptable for administration to a human" is not a use limitation and therefore 
should not be read into an HIV vaccine. Even though the specification discloses nothing other than a vaccine, the 
claim does not recite a vaccine. The instantly claimed Tat composition can be used to induce an immune response 
against biolgically active Tat, as supported by the second Ensoli declaration filed on 5/1/07, which the Examiner did not 
address in the Office Action mailed on 07/30/07; 

(2) although the purified Tat as described in the specification contains toxic chemicals such as PMSF, TFA and 
acetonitrile, it is routine practice in the art to remove the toxins after protein purification, as supported by the Magnani 
declaration, which was not addressed in the Office Action mailed on 07/30/07 either; 

Miss Antler further traversed the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103 over the prior art, Chang et al., stating that 
Chang do not teach removing the toxins after Tat protein purification. 

Examiner Humphrey will review the second Ensoli declaration and Magnani declaration and further consider the 
outstanding rejections as Examiner Humphrey responds to the recently filed amendment on 10/24/07 .
